EXPLOSION OF A TORPEDO FACTORY, i 


Disaster Due to Carelessness in 
Handling Nitroglycerin — The 
Entire Plant Is Now a 
Total Ruin, 


Marietta, O., June 13.—The factory 
of the Marietta Torpedo company blew 
up Monday afternoon at three o’clock 
and at least two men were killed. Two 
men were seen there with horses when 
the accident happened. Clyde Porter 
and an unknown man were killed. The 
factory was totally ruined. There were 
only 16 quarts of nitroglycerin in the 
factory and more was being received. 

Later information discloses that the 
other man killed was Cal Harte, aged 45, 
and married. He and Clyde Porter 
(single), aged 21 years, were the only} § 
ones killed. Two horses and a wagon /|® 
were blown to atoms. Trees for 300 
yards were stripped of foliage and the 
limbs of some trees were strewn with | 
the flesh of the two men and of the 
horses. A large hole in the ground 
where the wagon stood gives the the- 
ory that the explosion occurred from 
the carelessness of Porter, who was un- | 
loading nitroglycerin. Cal Harte has 
a daughter on the stage, but her where- 
abouts are not known here. Although 
the torpedo works are three miles west 
of this city, yet every house in the town 
was shaken by the explosion.

COMES BACK 
AT SAWYER. 


E, CORA DEPUY EISSECTS HIS 
THEORIES. 


AND TOTALLY DISAGREES WITH 
HIS PROPOSITIONS. 


The announcement that Hon. A. J. 
Sawyer would address the business 
men’s class at the Congregational 
church last Sunday morning upon the 
important topic of the “Treatment of 
the criminal class in society,” aroused 
unusual interest, and the learned gen- 
tleman could well feel 
at so large and attentive an audience. 
But to say that a majority of those 
hearers were astonished at the prin- 
ciple and suggestions Mr. Sawyer’s ad- 
dress involved, would be putting it 
mild. To allow such assertions to go 
unrefuted would be an injustice to 
truth and a sin against society. 

First of all, 
miliar with the effective work of re- 
formation which has been accomplished 
among the criminal classes for the past 
thirty years, it was unmistakably evi- | 
dent that while Mr. Sawyer knew every 
phase of the prosecution of criminals, 
he knew nothing whatever, either by 
experience or inquiry, about their re- 
formation. Neither did he define the 


term “criminal,” but it was fair to in- 


fer that he meant any person who vio- 
lates a civil law which involves penal- ! 
ie. ; 
Going back to the bible story of the 
creation, Mr. Sawyer baséd his argu- 
ment upon what he called the first 
great trial of the world, that of Adam’s 
being banished from the Garden of 
Eden. To one of rational judgment and 
intelligent. understanding, it is difficult 
to conceive the motive of citing that 
traditional old rib story as a precedent 
for the punishment of crime. No man, 
it would seem to me, could base the ac- 
tions of a civil government of the 
present day upon the vague and unsub- 
stantial statements of - the first few 
chapters of Genesis, if he were honest 
in his argument. In his elaboration of 
this imaginary trial, Mr. Sawyer em- 
ployed some very fine irony when he 
said there were no lynx-eyed newspa- 
per reporters present to give descrip- 
tive accounts of the momentous pro- 
ceedings. Undeniably true. If «+there 
had have been, posterity would have 
had a much more authentic and reli- 
able account of the creation of man 
than the confused and disjointed state- 
ments the chroniclers have handed 
down to us, and which, ostensibly, were 
gotten .up by a lot of old monks and 
priests to scare women. But granting 
that Adam and Eve did violate the

ago it was my good fortune to spend 
two months with Mrs. d’Arcambal in

-privilege but as the most profitable one 
of my life. While there I not only be- 
came convinced that men who had been 
in prison could be restored to useful 
citizenship and domestic happiness, but 
I saw the process of such a reforma- 
tion. l 

If he proposes to send the convicted 
criminals into banishment, I would like 


purity and condemning their offspring 
with a sensualism that is a greater 
crime than all the thefts of money ever 
conceived?. It is not the old toper, 
picked up from the gutter for some 
ambitious fledgling to practice upon, 
that menaces society. He has no in- 
fluence upon society whatever, because 
he is no part of it. But the talented 
man, the man of great intellect, of 
wealth and power and social status, 
the man who preaches purity and prac- 
tices all the social crimes of the nine- 
teenth century, this unconvicted crim- 
| inal is the man we should fear. And 
until society reforms itself, until the 
pulpit exacts of its Christian members 
to stop their death dealing business of 
making criminals, the convictéd man 
should be given an even:chance with 
the unconvicted. ‘More than all that, 
if the men and women who claim to be 
Christians, who accept Christ as their 
leader and pretend to be his humble 
followers, if these men and women re- 
fuse to reach out the hand of pity and 
forgiveness to their unfortunate broth- 
er, then Christianity is a sham and re- 
pentance a humbug. Love, benevo- 
lence, tenderness, good-will, sympathy, 
forgiveness, these are the charities that 
soothe and heal and bless, and wien 
scattered at the feet of man trey are 
the flowers from Jife’s gard2n perfum- 
ing and enriching all-his future years.

COMES BACK 
AT SAWYER. 


E, CORA DEPUY CISSECTS HIS 
THEORIES, 


AND TOIALLY DISAGREES WITH 
HIS PROPOSITIONS. 


The announcement that Hon. A. J. 
Sawyer would address the _ business 
men’s class at the Congregational 
church last Sunday morning upon the 
important topic of the “Treatment of 
the criminal class in society,’ aroused 
unusual interest, and the learned gen- 
tleman could well feel complimented 
at so large and attentive an audience. 
But to say that a majority of those 
hearers were astonished at. the prin- 
ciple and suggestions Mr. Sawyer’s ad- 
dress involved, would be putting it 
mild. To allow such assertions to go 
unrefuted would be an injustice to 
truth and a sin against society. 


First of all, to those who were fa- ! 


miliar with the effective work of re- 
formation which has been accomplished 
among the criminal classes for the past 
thirty years, it was unmistakably evi- 
dent that while Mr. Sawyer knew every 
phase of the prosecution of criminals, 
he knew nothing whatever, either by 
experience or inquiry, about their re- 
formation. Netther did he define the 


term “criminal,” but it was fair to in- 


fer that he meant any person who vio- 
lates a civil law which involves penal- 
ty. 

Going back to the bible story of the 
creation, Mr. Sawyer based his argu- 
ment upon what he called the first 
great trial of the world, that of Adam’s 
being banished from the Garden of 
Eden. To one of rational judgment and 
intelligent. understanding, it is difficult 
to conceive the motive of citing that 
traditional old rib story as a precedent 
for the punishment of crime. No man, 
it would seem to me, could base the ac- 
tions of a civil government of the 
present day upon the vague and unsvb- 
stantial statements of -the first few 
chapters of Genesis, if he were honest 
in his argument. In his elaboration of 
this imaginary trial, Mr. Sawyer em- 
ployed some very fine irony when he 
said there were no lynx-eyed newspa- 
per reporters present to give descrip- 
tive accounts of the momentous pro- 
ceedings. Undeniably true. If «there 
had have been, posterity would have 
had a much more authentic and reli- 
able account of the creation of man 
than the confused and disjointed state- 
ments the chroniclers have handed 
down to us, and which, ostensibly, were 
gotten .up by a lot of old monks and 
priests to scare women. But granting 
that Adam and Eve did violate the 
law and were banished from the Gar- 
den of Eden, the sentence they received 
can be no example for the jurist of the 
present time. 

Now let us look at the 
crime as it exists in the world today. 
Mr. Sawyer’ affirms that a large por- 
tion of it is hereditary, and yet, ac- 
cording to statistics, 90 per cent of all 
the crimes committed by both men end 
women have their origin with liquor. 
And since the offender is infuriated 
with -drink egctten at a saloon ‘and 
thereby through the agency 
liquor traffic, it follows, undeniabiy, 
that the self-asserted Christians of the 
United States are in the shameful busi- 
ness at the present moment, of volun- 
tarily creating 90 per cent of all the 
criminals that fill our jails and reform- 
atories. This leaves but 10 per cent 
in this country subject to hereditary in- 
fluence, insanity or willful violation. 

This statement is strictly in keeping 
with the experience of the late Agnes 
L. d’Arcambal, who devoted thirty 
years of her life to the reformation of 
prisoners, and who became thoroughly 
convinced that only 10 per cent of all 


the men ever sent to prison merited 


serious punishment.

THE RIOTING RESUMED. 


The Striking Street Car Employes 
Create More Liwely Scenes 
at Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., June 13.—The attempt 
of the Big Consolidated Railroad com- 
pany to move its cars Monday was at- 
tended by scenes of wild disorder in 
various parts of the city, though no- 
body was hurt and very little damage 
was done to property. Cars were run 


-on two lines at very irregular intervals, 


but without passengers, and mainly 
under the protection of policemen. The 


‘principal work of the mobs, which were 


composed largely of idlers and curious 
spectators, was to blockade the tracks, 
in which they were materially assisted 
by accommodating drivers of trucks, 
cut trolley ropes and jeer at the non- 
union men. Occasionally stale eggs 
and pieces of mud were thrown, but 
nobody was hurt.

THE RIOTING RESUMED. 


The Striking Street Car Employes. 


Create More Lively Scenes 
at Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., June 13.—The attempt 
of the Big Consolidated Railroad com- 
pany to move its cars Monday was at- 
tended by scenes of wild disorder in 
various parts of the city, though no- 


body was hurt and very little damage 
was done to property. Cars were run 
on two lines at very irregular intervals, 
but without passengers, and mainly 


under the protection of policemen. The 
principal work of the mobs, which were 


composed largely of idlers and curious 
spectators, was to blockade the tracks, | heavy packing and shipping lots.

by accommodating drivers of trucks, 
cut trolley ropes and jeer at the non- 
union men. Occasionally stale eggs 
and pieces of mud were thrown, but 
nobody was hurt.

sisted by several women, relatives of 
the strikers, who boarded the cars and 


pleaded with the new men to leave their 


posts. One of these women was pro- 
vided with money, and when argument 
failed she induced the nonunion men to 
quit by paying them.

were left on the lines deserted and were 
afterward picked up by inspectors and 
taken to the terminals. The company 
says it has sufficient men to operate its 


cars to-day, but this is denied by the 


strikers.
